35.000 cars for construction material, 6,000 cars for cement, 5,000 
cars for lumber, 36,000 cars for potatoes, 25,000 cars for grain, 7,000 
cars for fruit and vegatable, 8,000 cars for livestock, 20,000 cars 
for piece goods and 93,000 cars for miscellaneous goods. The number of 
oars loaded with chemicals decreased by 4*000, with fertilizers by 
30,000, with sugar-beets by 9,000, with sugar by 3,000, with salt
